CHILD IS SLAIN 
BY STEPFATHER 


Then Henry Schroeder Ends 
His Own Life. 


JEALOUSY IS HIS MOTIVE 


HE ALSO SHOOTS AT LITTLE 


STEPSON. 


Schroeder Blamed Katie and Henry 
Kirst for the Differences That Had 
Arisen Between His Wife 
and Himself. 


Katie Kirst, 7 years old, a pupil at the 


‘| Ames school, was shot and killed instantly 


Tuesday afternoon by her stepfather, Henry 
Schroeder. who then committed suicide by 
swallowing carbolic acid and shooting him- 
self. as was told ‘in late editions of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Schroeder left the Home Comfort Range 
Co., where he was employed, early in the 
afternoon and went to the home of his 
wife at 3301 North Eleventh street. 

Mrs. Schroeder had been separated from 
her husband about two months. 

They were married less than a year ago. 
Mrs. Kirst was a widow at the time. Her 
first husband, Otto Kirst, committed sui- 
cide. 

Mrs. Schroeder often expressed devotion 
for her first husband and once remarked 
that she loved him better than Schroeder. 
She and the latter quarreled frequently 


over her children, Katie and Henry. 

About 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon 
Schroeder called at the Ames school and, 
upon the pretext that their grandmother, 
Mrs. Kate Redeker, was ill, induced the 


principal to excuse the children. 
Schroeder walked home with them and 
as they ascended the stairs, Mrs. Redeker 
went to the door to meet them. 
She saw that Schroeder was angry and 
hurried into the house. 
Schroeder entered and, without any warn- 
ing, pointed a revolver at Henry Kirst. 
The boy screamed and ran from. the 
room. 
Two shots were fired at him, but neither 
took effect. 
Then, turning to Katie, 
a bullet into her heart. 
Mrs. Redeker struggled with him but 
could not calm him. 
In a few minutes he walked into an ad- 
joining room and after swallowing car- 
bolic acid sent a bullet into his right 
temple. He died almost instantly. 
Schroeder left a letter in which he said 
he loved his wife. but that she did not re- 
ciprocate his affection. 
He mentioned their separation and de- 
clared that her brother and his stepchildren 
were the causes of it. 
He closed the letter with the quotation, 
‘“‘All’'s well that ends well.’’ 

Schreeder had been living at 1929 Lucas 
avenue. He was 38 years old.

PLOT THAT WO 
A GREAT FORTUN 
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Loving Wife Plays Role of 
Servant in Own Home. 


ANOTHER WOMAN AS MISTRESS 


CONSPIRACY TO OVERCOME AN 
OLD MAN’S ENMITY. 


One of the Plotters Has Sailed From 
America to Lay Bare Her Se- 
cret in a Scottish Court 
at Glasgow. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 30.—Imagine a loving 
wife obliged by .circumstances to act the 
role of servant in her own home for a 
year and a half, while another woman 
plays her part as wife. 

Thirteen years ago this history began, 
and all but one of those involved in the 
story are dead. Burdened by a sense of sin 
which became too heavy to bear, this survi- 
vor has made full revelation. She is Miss 
Delia M. Dix, who for years has lived in 
the United States and Canada, and who, 
without a shadow of right, was long known 
as Mrs. Ralph Waldo Froude. 

Froude, it appears, was the grandson of 
David Froude, a wealthy manufacturer. 
He was enamored of a young woman 
named Caroline Campbell, but there had 
been an inveterate enmity between her 
father and old Froude, and he swore that 
if his grandson married her he would not 
inherit a penny of his fortune of $60,000 a 
year. Indeed, he went so far as to draw 
a new will, stipulating that if the Camp- 


it was offered r robate the estate 
should go to persons who would not other- 
wise share in it. This was in 1888. 

Delia M. Dix was a copyist in the office 
of the lawyer who drew up this will. She 
did not know either young Froude or Miss 
Campbell, but, with woman-like sympathy 
sought them out and told them of the d 
man’s threat. 


The Conspiracy 
Put on Foot. 

Then the three set to work to circum- 
vent the grandfather. Young Froude 
evolved the scheme. Miss Dix gave up her 
place in the lawyer’s office and went to 


live in Liverpool. There Froude was sup- 
posed to meet her for the first time; he 
soon began to write of her to his 

father in terms of endearment, and 

a year had passed announced to the old 
man that he had married her and meant 
to bring her home. 

As a matter of fact, he did marry Miss 
Campbell under the name of Dix, but the 
real Miss Dix masqueraded as the wife, 
while the real wife accompanied them as 
‘“*housekeeper.’’ The elder Froude received 
the couple kindly and soon developed a 
strong liking for the false wife, giving her 
money and valuable presents, all of which 
went in turn to the “housekeeper.”’ 

About a year and a half later the real 
wife's false position became untenable, and 
the strange trio went to a little town in 
France. There, for the first time since 
her marriage, she occupied her rightful 
place, while Miss Dix was shifted into 
the role of housekeeper. A son was born 
to Mr. and Mrs. Froude, and word was 
sent to the elder Froude, with the state- 
ment that the child’s health was so frail 
it would be necessary to keep him abroad 
for a year or two 

To the dismay of the conspirators, how- 
ever, the old man walked in on them one 
day in the little French town, and found 
‘‘Miss Campbell. the housekeeper,’’ nurs- 
ing the baby. The truth came out at last, 
and old Froude, in a violent rage, stamped 
out of the house, vowing that not a penny 
of his wealth should go to the young peo- 
ple. But the shock was too much for him 
and he died suddenly on his way home.

THOROUGH IMPROVEMENT PLANS. 


In forming plans for public_improvement, the Board ‘of Public 
Improvements should see that no detail is omitted. Plans should 
bé made and executed for the thorough preparation of the streets 
to be improved, so that there will be no subsequent tearing up 
of the pavement. 

This has not been the rule heretofore in improving streets. 
No attention has been paid to the sewers, gas or water mains 


svith the result that the strects have been torn up to build sew- 


ers or lay mains, and the pavements so damaged that they were 
practically useless. . 

Before the pavements are constructed, all the work below the 

pavements should be completed, and no permits should be 

to tear up streets after the pavements are laid. Many 
ragged and dirty pavements testify to the violation of this rule 
heretofore. 

Another thing, no permits should be issued hereafter for the 
erecting of poles on the streets or sidewalks. Where poles must 
be erected they should be placed in the alleys. Poles now on 
the streets or sidewalks should be removed to the alleys. Poles 
and wires on the streets are not only unsightly, but prevent the 
growing of trees and the beautifying of the streets. 

Let every dollar be expended honestly and the taxpayers reap 
the full benefit of their expenditure.

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A TRAGEDY’S LESSON. 


The closing of the Czolgosz tragedy brings a sefise of relief 
to the American peoplo. 

Law and organized free government have been vindicated. 
tlaving committed a terrible crime which caused profound grief 
and aroused strong indignation in the hearts of the whole na- 
tion, there was not an act of violence, but the law was permitted 
to take its coufse.

PRESIDENTIAL LIMITATIONS. 


J. E. Watkins, Jr., Ladies’ Home Journal. 

For a President to accept an invitation 
to dinner is an impropriety. This was a rule 
respected by Washington, Adams and per- 


haps by other early Presidents Frequent 
informal calls upon members of the Cab- 
inet only were deemed perfectly proper. 
But later Presidents have called upon and 
dined with whomsoever they haye seen fit 
For each. member of the Cabinet formally 
to entertain «the President and his wife at 
dinner each winter has now become an es- 
tablished social custom. 

The President must not receive any but 
intimate friends on Sunday. This was an- 

other rule of the early days. Even today 
reasonable consideration for the chief ex- 
ecutive forbids disturbance on his Sabbath 
rest, and few officials pay him a Sunday 
call unless they be upon the most intimate 
terms with him. 

The President never pays a first call, 
except upon the arrival of the head of a 
foreign state in Washington. When Pres- 
ident Dole of Hawali and President Iglesias 
of Costa Rica visited the capital a f ” 
years ago President McKinley paid t 
first call upon each. Happily they wate 
quartered at hotels. Had they been ests 
at gn. ene of the countries a social com- 
ae might have arisen. 

The President must not enter any for- 

aga embassy or legation. This is an- 

er unwritten law. The official residence 

of an ambassador or minister aecredired 

to Washington is foreign territory, tech- 

nically if rented, but actually if owned 
by its government. 

It is considered improper for the chief 
executive to go aboard a foreign warship, 
even when anchored in the harbors and 
when fiying the colors of a friendly state. 
Every nail and splinter of such a vessei 
is, technically : enking, foreign territory. 

A Presiden the tinitec «rates must 
not make a f eal call upon any one ex- 
cept a Presidont- elect, an ex-President. a 
President of a foreign state or a reign- 
ing monarch visiting our capital, This is 
an ancient law laid down in Washington's 
time.

Most Sensible of 

All Her Customers. 

“Mrs. Roosevelt was the most sensible 
customer I ever had. She always knew ex- 
actly what she wanted and how much she 
would expend. She was also amiable and 
never found fault. She had her gowns re- 
made, and she did not expect that a re- 
modeled gown would Icok better than a 
new one. Many ladies who think they are 
economical expect that, and when they are 
disappointed they blame it on the dress- 
maker. Mrs. Roosevelt bought only the 
best. She could pay $8) or $100 for a cloth 
Street gown, but this would last her two 
seasons without being altered. She never 
selected an ultra color or a unique style. 
Her tastes were quiet, and, while her gar- 
ment was stylish and effective, it was never 
conspicuous. After two winters this gown 
would be remade and retrimmed. A fine 
cloth can stand a little expenditure in re- 
modeling, fur, silk braid or any other fagh- 
lonable novelty.

DOESN'T USE WHIP 


He Says a ‘‘Game’’ Horse 
Will Run Without Pun- 
ishment. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Otto Wonderly, 
the jockey, has a sensitive pair of hands. 
He has learned to use them delicately 
when his fingers grasp the reins that pull 
the bit in a sensitive race horse’s mouth. 
In that way he has won fame and a 
yearly salary greater than most bank presi- 


dents receive. 

Last week J. B. Haggin, the California 
millionaire, agreed to pay Wonderly $15,000 
a year for second call on his_ services. 
Wonderly will earn at least $10,000 more 
than this during the twelve months. 

Wonderly is 19 years old, and can ride at 
95 pounds. His modest deportment and 
sterling honesty have won him husts of 
friends at the race track. He pays strict 
attention to business, and the finger of sus- 
picion has never been pointed at him. Here 
is what he has to say concerning his career 
as a jockey: 


BY JOCKEY OTTO WONDERLY. 


I don’t know just how I drifted into horse 
racing. I have always been fond of a horse 
and just naturally blew into the track. 
My first mount was at Washington in the 
spring of 1898, when I rode a mare called 
Queen of Beauty in a race for maiden jock- 
ava, I wasn’t one, two, three, but that 
didn’t bother me. i 

From Washington I went to Newport, 
and that is where I really learned to ride. 
‘Last winter I went down to New Orleans 
and came up here in. the spring. My first 
1eal success was in Canada this summer, 
when I rode thirty-seven winners in 100 
mounts. 

How did I learn to ride? Well,I'll tell you. 
I don't believe everyone can learn to be a 
jockey. I thing it is born in a boy. It is 
all very well to advise boys to change 
their seat, shorten their stirrups and copy 
after Shaw and Sloan. I know if I tried to 
alter my seat I wouldn’t be worth 30 cents 
as a rider. If you will observe closely 
you will see that no twv boys have the 
Same seat and style. There is a re- 
Seeennes among some of us, but that is 
a 


How do I get as much out of a horse? I 
don’t know that I get any more out of my 
mounts than other jockeys. I hope I do, 
of course. They say I do. I think it is 
because I don't use the whip much. If you 
have a game horse under you he will run 
his race without being whipped. 

If you have a faint-hearted horse he will 
run faster if you coax him than if you use 
the whip, and the same applies to a. slug- 
gish horse. Now, up in Canada there were 
two horses, named Flag of Truce and 
Winepress. I used to ride them, and they 
would go right to the front for me. Other 
boys could never seem to get them going 
until the race was almost over. 

I don’t know what it was that made them 
run for me. I'ma poor whip-hand, anyhow, 
and, knowing my failing. I have devoted 
mvself to perfecting hand and heel work. 
Almost every horse. when he swings into 
the stretch, makes his effort. The jockey 
con’t have to call on them. They seem to 
know instinctively that that is the place to 
cut loose. I don't believe in a whip.
